2. Claims 1 -29 and 31-50 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to constructing and processing behavioral profiles that are 
well suited to fraud detection that is highly flexible, and can be configured without requiring 
changes to the underlying software engine. In particular, the invention related to configurable 
profiling of data to identify an instance of fraudulent activity on a telephone system. 
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Prior art of record failed to teach or fairly suggest in combination the system and method 
for configurable profiling of data to identify an instance of fraudulent activity on a telephone 
system comprising receiving data from an input data stream; pre-processing the received data by 
performing configurable first calculations thereon to create data relating to profiling features; 
summarizing the profiling features data over a length of time, wherein the summarizing 
comprises i) dividing the length of time into a number of non-overlapping time-slots, ii) storing 
the profiling features data in one or more of the time-slots according to time information 
associated with or included in the profiling features data, and Hi) performing configurable 
second calculations on the profiling features data to create summarized data relating to profiled 
features; and post-processing the summarized profiled features data by performing configurable 
third calculations thereon to create a profiled output data stream for further processing.
